The 
plant has a capacity of 80 thousand tons per annum and will commence pro~ 
duction at the end of 1955. An extension of the scheme will enable the | 
plant also to produce tubes. When the entire plant goes into production 
in 1957, India will become self-sufficient in pipes and tubes. At pre- | 
sent, Indla depends entirely on imports of these products.
